AN, IMPORTANT EVENT. 


Conference of State Boards of Health and 
Public Health Association. 

The number of important events occurring in St. 
Louis has thrown a little into the background the 
meeting and conference of the State Boards of 
Health which takes place here on October 13, The 
conference was called. to meet in Washington last 
August, to discuss the proper measures to be adopt- 
ed and enforced in view of the cholera outbreak in

Nearly two- 
fourths of the Statesfhave officially constitutep 
Boards with full power to act as they think best and 
hence, the deliberations of the conference will be 
of vast importance to all interests. Arrangements 
are making to entertaip the visitors in a befitting man- 
ner and the Gas Companies have agreed to an illum- 
ination of the streets for onenight in their honor, The 
officers of the conference are Hon, Erastus Brooks, 
a member of the New York State Board of Health, 
chairman, and Dr. 8S, N. McCormick, secretary of 
the Kentucky State Board, secretary.

The Bakers Charged With Victimiz- 
ing & Patient Public. 
‘ —_ 

Why Can’t They Make Cheap Bread From 
Cheap Flour?—Breadstuffs Decline 50 Per. 
Cent, but the Price of Bread Remains Un- 
changed—A Problem Which is Occupying 
the Public Atétention—What Millers, Bak- 
ers, Grocers and. Bread-Buyers Have to 
Say. : i 


A rumor fs afloat in literary circles to the effect 
that the American humorist is about to abandon the | 
plumber as his readiest exemplification of the sud- 
denly enriched individual and enthrone the baker in 
is place. : The changé is to be made, not because of 
any falling off in the ability of the gentlemen who fit 
gas-pipesand mend water leaks to charge exorbitanf 
prices, but on account of the! 
immense profits which the bakers have; 
beeen making since the price of flour fell so gy 
dously. Thereisno man having dealings with 
public who holds them at his mercy so completely 
as the baker does. In other lines of business it ig a 
well understood thing that a rise or fallin the whoie- 
sale price of various commodities is followed by a 
corresponding increase or decrease in the price at 
which the retailer supplies it to the public. If, how- 
ever, there exists. a manor woman in the city who 
ean truthfully report an occasion upon which his 
baker informed him that, on account of a fall im the 
price of flour, his daily bread wouid be delivered to 
him ata correspondingly decreased price, he will 

rove unique and well worthy of a place in any cab- 
inet of curiosities. Of course it is not to be 
expected that the price of the loaf should 
vary day by day with the fiuctuations which 
occur dally inthe speculative marts; it is reason- 
able, however, to claim that when a serious and per- 
manent reduction in the price of wheat occurred 
followed by a corresponding fall in the price o 
flour, the baker ought to follow suit and give his 
patrons the advantage of the favorable turn in the 
market. At notime hasthia been more apparent 
than within the ‘ past few months when breadstuffs 
have reached what may be justly described as an 
abnormally low price. A couple of years ago 

WHEAT WAS SELLING aT $1 50 

a bushel; a few days ago it brought less than halt 
that price, but the advantage of this reduction in 
the value of the chief staple of life has not been en- 
joyed- by the consumer, who has not been 
able to discover either that the price of the 
baker’s loaf has diminished or that its size 
has increased oor its quality improved. 
It generally takes the public a long time time to find 
out it is not getting what it ys to have, anda 
still longer time to complain of the wrong, but when 
it does make up its mind to set about having things 
adjusted it generally dropsalineto the Pos?-Dis- 
PATCH, and in that way secures an investigation of 
the evil, which is very soon followed by its cure. 
Among the ietters receivedin the Post-Dispatcu 
editorial mail this morning was one which 

the question; 

“Why is it that a loaf of bread costs as much to- 
day as it did when flour was worth nearly double 
what itis now? I have not heard of an increase in 
the size or weight ofaloaf of bread. To sift this 
matter to the bottom will certainly 
of benefit to the poor man. Iexpect you to go for 
the bakers.” 

While not having any intention of goin for” 
anybody a Post-DisPatTcn reporter was ordered to 
tothe bakers and to any other persons who might be 
able to cast light upon the very important subject 
broached by the correspondent. The first place he 
visited was the office of Mr. Alexander H. Smith, 
the well-known miller, who readily proceeded to 
supply all information desired of him. Thereporter 
asked him: 

“Do you ever remember a time that flour was 
lower than at present?” 

“I do not,’ Mr. Smith replied. “Wheat has been 
lower in price of late than ever before that I can 
remember, and, of course, flour has corresponded, 
It got as low as 7444 cents the other day, and we 
haven't got to look so very. far back to discover 
when it was $150—more than twice the recent 
price. Good city flour, such as the bakers use, is 

NOW SELLING AT $3 75 A BARREL. 
The kind I mean is good extra fancy flour which in 
1882 was selling at $7 and over a barrel.” 

“But why on earth do you lower the price of 
flour? Why don’t you go on charging the same old 
high ces as when wheat was away up?” 

it ia. self-evident, when wheat—but I see what 
You are getting up an article on 
the price of bread—why it doesn’t get cheaper now 
that flour is cheaper. That's what you're after, 
now, isn’t ity” 

The reporter acknowledged that Mr. Smith, who 
is about as clear-headed a member as frequents the 
Exchange flour corner, had hit the nail on the head. 
and pursued the subject with the query: “Is it 
not a fact that bakers have been making enormous 
prices of late, byj suppiying fbread at the oid high 
prices while buying flour at the low new prices?" 

Mr. Smith sentiad pleasantly but declined to tell 
what he knew about the bread-inaking business, in- 
sisting, in an agreeable way, that, outside of his 
personal attentions in the direction of the daily V1- 
enna loaf at his own dinner table, he was not inter- 
ested in the matter further than in supplying the 
baker with the very fine quality of flour turned out 
by the Victoria Flour Mills. He said, however, that 
families could easily secure for themselves the ad- 
vantage of low-priced flour by doing their own 
baking. ‘Even though they do this, however,” he 
said, “they would not reap the full advantage un- 
less they were able to buy direct from the miller, as 
the grocer who retails the flour is about as slow to 
come gown with prices as the baker is. Another 
thing—the home-baking is not always as successful 
as it ought to be,and a spoiled batch of bread which 
had to be thrown away would remove a good d 
of the profit arising from using cheap flour. 
And, supposing the batch wasn’t exactly spoiled— 
was in that debatable condition between fit to eat 
and bad enough to throw out—the consumption of 
it would be very apt to entail indigestion and other 
troubles likely to lead to a doctor's bill, which would 
still further diminish tne profitg of the domestic 
bake Still, taking it for granted that every 
housekeeper can make good bread, there is,no 
reason why, if she could get her flour direct from 
the miller, she should not be able to supply the 
household with good bread at a cheap cost. I don't 
know of any millers who sell direct to the public, If 
any of them do, I guess they charge the regular re- 
tail grocers’ ig th 

“If it should turn out that the bakers are not giv- 
ing their customers the advantage of the low price 
of flour, how would you account for it?” 

“T suppose it must be because thev are in a com- 
bination. Nowthe cracker makers, I know, have 
come down in their prices 

SINCE FLOUR GOT CHEAPER. 

There is no combination among them. Their stocks 
are, comparatively, non-perishable, and if, say, a 
Dayton, Ohio, manufacturer of crackers got a stock 
on hand he would like to dispose of he could? if 
prices here ruled bigh enough, send a stock ajong 
and invade the territory of the local manu- 
facturers, “who, know, are selling 
at as low a price as racticable, 
There is a good deal to be said on both sides of the 
question y ou are looking up, and perhaps the 
bakers will have some explanations they would like 
to make.” 

The bulk of the bread eaten by the people is pur- 
chased at the corner grocery. The investigations 
made by the reporter showed that the regulation 

rice of the loaf is to the consumer five cents, But 

bat an alleged cheaper rate is allowed in many 
cases, three loaves being anupiee for a dime. There 
is no advantage to be gained in purchasing this kind 
of bread, as the loaves are smaller, while there is 
sitive loss when, as is often the case, the buyer 
only a nickel on hand andis thus ing a very 
small amount of bread forthe money. e , 
tion pricefof the baker to the grocer 24 
loaves for a dollar, but some few bakers have of late 
gone as far as to supply 2to 8 loaves for a dollar, 
a@ concession which, while bringing tucreased profit 
to .the grocer, does on benefit 
consumer, who is still obliged to 
his nickel for his loaf.

The question is one er ab undoubtedly, oc- 
cupy considerable public tion now that it has 
been taken up, and it is quite possible that the true 
inwardness of it has not been completely discovered 
in one morning’s investigation. The varied and 
somewhat contradictory statements made by the 
different bakers visited are alone calculated to ex- 
cite comment.

OLD DAN RICE, 


An Interesting Talk with the Famous 
Showman, Clown and Lecturer, 
From the Courier-Journal. 

Thefamous showman and clown, Dan Rice, 
was-found occupying a chair in front of the St. 
Cloud Hotel yesterday afternoon. He lectured 
at the Masonic Temple Theater last night on the 
‘‘Idiosyncracies of the Human Mind,or the Fool 
Made Wise at Last.” 

“Ts your lecture a general reflection on the 
human race, or do you refer to any improve- 
ment in your own mental condition?’ asked the 


reporter. 

‘‘Well, a little of both,” said Mr, Rice, ‘I 
can not tell exactly what I am going to say, 
but I alow my mind to drift through the inci- 
dents and aries of my own life, and I talk 
a good deal about myself. The fool part of it 
refers to my career in the ring.” : 

The odor of the sawdust clings with much 
tenacity to Mr. Rice, and, as will be discovered 
by reading this interview, he still talks very 
much as he would if addressing a crowd under 
the canvas. 

In recalling the old times in Kentucky, Mr. 
Rice said: *‘Do you know, my boy, that it was 
in Louisville that 1 made my exit from the turf? 
I was a race rider, and in 1839, at Louisville, I 
rode my last race. I rode at all the old tracks 
in Kentucky—rode two and three-year-olds, 
light weight, you see. Oh, yes, I could tell you 

about the old times on the turf. I was here 
and rode at the meeting when Grey le and 
Wagner ran their great race. I rode for old 
Harper at that meeting, and for Col. Jim Shy; 
both of them are d now. It was at the 
ee the old Oakland course; everybody 
remembers where the great race was run,” 

‘*You were born in Kentucky, were you, 
Colonel?” asked the reporter. 

*‘No, Iam sorry to 4 I was. not. One of 
my many regrets is that I was not. born in Ken- 
tucky; but it was a th I really could not 


| control, I was born in New York City—I don’t 


know the year—and received mny instruct- 
ions about riding race horseson Long Is 
Then I came West and South and rode out 
here. I composed a song on the day of the race 
between Grey Eagle and Wagner, whicn 1 sang 
at the theater that night when Grey Eagle was 
led on the stage at the old Jefferson Street Thea- 
ter, built by Alexander Drake, The horse 
would have won the race, but he broke down in 
the third heat. There never was such excite- 
ment inthe annals of the turfasthere was 
that night. Men died with excitement, women 
fainted; almost the whole State was bankrupt, 
and all the money in the Statee was lost, It 
was all on Grey le. He was a great horse, 
a perfect paragon, whose 5 feng ng beauty 
has never been excelled by horse. He was the 
sire of my Excelsior, notorious as the one-horse 
show horse.” 

‘*What did you do when you left the turf?”

“T became a gambler. I took passage on the 
steamer New Argo,commanded by Capt. Steele, 
that ran 5 Paster tag River, and I played po- 
ker from Louisville to Frankfort. I made sev- 
eral trips, and,as I was exceedingly expert at 

ker, i finally owned the bar on the boat. 

Japt. Steele was an inveterate poker player, 
and in two trips I won his steamboat from him. 
But finally I made over his papers and gave 
him back his boat. He was an elegant gentie- 
man andan honest man. Years afterward I 
met him in Frankfort, and dined with him and 
his splendid family. He laughingly told the 
story at the table, and said: ‘Dan, do you 
think you could beat me now?” 

“Colonel, can you not give me some reminis- 
cences of the old Bohemians of Louisville?” 
asked the reporter. 

‘“‘More than youcan print. Ican tell you 
the origin of the famous Jim Crow, Of course 
everybody in Kentucky has heard of Jim Crow, 
and I am sure that the story of how Jim Crow 
became famous has never been published. 
There.used to be an old darky about Louisville 
who sang ahd danced on the streets and on the 
race track. Mat, Lake, a well-known comme- 
dian, of course often saw this negre, and he 
conceived the idea of impersonating the char- 
acter on the stage at his benefit ee “at the 
old theater I have spoken of. The old negro 
in his songs called himself Jim Crow. Lake 
sang a few local verses, and represented with 
life-like fidelity the character of Jim Crow. 
Thomas Decius Rice—no connection of mine, 
and afterward know as Daddy Rice—was then 
a call-boy in the theater, He saw the perform- 
ance, marked it well, and went to Cincinnati, 
where he made an engagement in Frank’s 
museum, and made a wonderful hit with his 
Bong, Jim Crow. He sang-it all over the world 
with his face blacked up. Even the members 
of the British Parliament couldn’t attend to 
their debates for humming Jim Crow, and 

Jim Crow Rice became famons, The verses 
were improvised, but the chorus was something 
like this:

LEAVE YOUR WATCH, 


About the Magnetization of Pocket 
Watches at the Electrical Exhibition. 
From the Seientific American. 

In the earlier dynamos considerable free 
magnetism existed in the vicinity of the polar 
extremities of the field. magnets, showing a 
waste of energy due mainly to ineflicient 
armatures, A fine watch brought into the 
vicinity of one of these machines was certain to 
become magnetized more or less; in many in; 
stances valuable watches have been utterly 
ruined in this way. The evil became so great 
that several of our electric inventors undertook 
to devise apparatus for demagnetizing watches, 
One of the earliest of these machines was illus- 
trated in our journal some fonr or five years 
since. It was the invention of the well-known 
electrician, Mr. Hiram 5. Maxim. 

The magnetized watch was placed in a holder 
which revolved in every possible direction in 
horizontal and vertical planes before the face 
of a powerful electro magnet. At the same 
time it was gradually withdrawn from the 
electro magnet until if was finally practically 
removed from its influence, However strong 
the magnetism of the watch when placed in the 
machine, when taken out of it no trace of mag- 
netism could be found, and the watch, although 
it refused to go when placal in the machine, 
would generaliy be found running as usual 
when removed from it, ; 

Another method devised about the same time 
for accomplishing the same result consists in 

lacing the watch to be demaguetized in a 
lores helix supplied with a rapidly alternating 
current of electricity, the current being very 
strong at first and then gradually diminishing to 
nothi The process was found to gery effect- 
ually demagnetize a watch. In the more recent 
and more perfect dynamo-electric machine the 
magnetism is more completely confined within 
the machine itself, so t the watch, unless 
brought into very close prpximity tothe ma- 
chine, would not be liable to become magnet- 
ized to a degree toinjure its operation. But 
should the wearer of a very fine watch be so 
unfortunate as to injure itin this way he may 
readily demagnetize it himself by means of the 
process last. described. 

Some of our prominent watchmakers, in 
view of the liabilitv of watches to become in- 
jured from this cause, have devised watches 
which are incapable of being magnetized to an 
injurious degree, and may therefore be used 
with impunity by electricians and others who 
are necessarily brought into close proximity 
with powerful dynamo electric machines. 

What we have said on this subject has been 
evoked by a correspondent who intends visiting 
the Philadelphia Exhibition. As thereis no 
end of electric clocks and systems of electric 
time transmission in the Exhibition there will 
be no difficulty in ascertaining the exact time 


anywhere, and we advise our correspondent, if | 
he has a valuable time-piece which might be | 


affected by magnetism, to leave it in the hotel 
safe while he visits the Exhibition, if he desires 
to be absolutely certain that his watch will not 
be injured.

THE IRON CROWN OF LOMBARDY. 


The Ceremony One Must Endure in 
Order to See It. 


From the October Atlantto, 

The cathedral contains several relics of great 
antiquity, among them the iron crown which 
has pressed so many august_ brows, from Con- 
stantine’s to Napoleon’s. On asking to see it I 
was startled to learn that the cost would be five 
lire (or francs), exactly five times as much as 
the most expensive exhibition, sacred or secu- 
lar, I had hitherto séeh in Italy, and ten times 
the sum usually exacted. But I ceased to be 
surprised when the sacristan called a custodian, 
the custodian called a priest, and the priest 
came—a tall, robust, unshaven personage, with 
some native dignity, like Friar Tuck-—accom- 
panied by acolytes bearing four great silver 
candelabra and other sacred properties. The 
candlesticks were placed on the balustrade of a 
side-chapel where the relic is kept; tapers were 
put into them and lighted, and the vessels ar- 
ranged in order. The priest then recited a short 
orison before the altar, above which is a sort of 
press, the size of an ordinary wardrobe, witha 
very poor gilded alto rilevo on the door, of 
angels bearing the instruments of the ssidn. 
The custodian then mounted a ladder and 
opened the first door, which disclosed a second 
one with two leaves of beautiful gilded bronze 
work; these, being opened showed arare cur- 
tain of golden tissue, and that, falling, revealed 
the treasurers—-a great cross set with precious 
stones and crystal, and other objects which I 
did not notice, perturt as I 
was by the ceremony and the _ at- 
tention which it drew upon me, poor solitary, 
sheepish Anglo-Saxon, from the rest of the peo- 
ple in church. The famous coronal, inclosed in 
a circular glass case, was then taken down and 
displayed to me by the elder acolyte, who re- 
cited its history for my edification. The foun- 
dation and origin of the crown is a narrow iroy 
band, believed by the devout to have been’ 
made out of a nail which pierced our Savior’s 
hand ; this is incased within a broad, thick gold 
circlet inlaid with three rows of immense jew- 
els in a splendid, simple, enameled Byzantine 
pattern. One of the most significant facts in 
its memorable history is that it was never tak- 
en out of Lombardy until this century. What 
Charlemagne did not do, what Charles V. did 
not do, what Napoleon with his stupendous au- 
dacity did notdo, the unchronicled cis Jo- 
seph IT. presumed to do. 
impudence to carry ~this venerable relic and 
symbol of universal sovereignty to Vienna, 
where it remained for seven years. It was ro 
stored by Victor, Emanuel, who might most 
justly have used itto crown himself king of 
united Italy, but refrained, with that curious 
mixture of personal modesty and wantof im- 
agination which wasa characteristic in com- 
mon between himself and another brave man, 
Gen. Grant. 

I looked my fill and thought my thoughts; 
then the case was replaced, the priest repeated 
a prayer, the acolyte swung a censer, the glit, 
tering curtain rose, the bronze doors closed, the 
wooden one was locked, aud the show was at 
anend. And I went on my way tothe lake of 
Como, having seen the iron crown of Lombardy 
with candle, k, and bell. 


CURIOUS MURDERS IF AFRICA, 


How a Magician Killed a Dozen Wo- 
men at Lagos.

oppressive to the industrious citizen, but is also the 
misery of the convict himself, who is frequently 
treated with a degree of cruelty, such as was never 
inflicted on a slave by the basest taskmaster of for- 
mer times; and 
“Whereas, The systemis destructive of the re- 
spect to which honest labor is entitled; cruel and 
oppressive in its results to the better class of con- 
tractors and working people; subversive of one of 
the grandest principles of our litical life: ruin- 
ously costly to the States afflicted by it; tends to the 
incfease of pauperism and crime,and to the increase 
of all consequent tax burdens; ‘and generally, an 
evil whose ramifications stretch like the roots of a a 
cancer wed every fibre of the body politic. 
“Resolved, That we earnestly condemn the entire 
stem, and ‘demand its immediate abolition, aad 
e substitution therefor of wholesome discipline, 
a such labor in State work as will not come in 
competition with the free manufacturing ae 
of the country. And we further recommend 
the organic law of the State shall be so ch ve 
to weed out and destroy forever the monstrous 
evils that. have grown out of the employment of 
convict labor in competition with that of honest 
men and good citizens.
